SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video advertisement entitled Fraternity Boys in Bondage is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

It tends to promote and support the use of coercion to compel a person to submit to 
sexual activity and tends to promote and support acts of extreme cruelty. It is a video 
advertisement containing photographs of men bound in painful positions, and three 
blocks of text describing the video recording. The combination of the photographs of 
men tied so that they cannot move, and the text which describes them as being bound 
and prepared for painful punishment tends to promote and support the use of coercion 
to compel a person to submit to sexual conduct by presenting the activity in a titillating 
manner. The text contains detailed description of acts of extreme cruelty described in 
such a manner as to be exciting. The text is juxtaposed with photographs of the men 
bound in positions ready for such acts. The Classification Office considers that the 
publication tends to promote and support acts of extreme cruelty such as flogging and 
whipping. Consideration has been made of si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act). However, s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 overrides si 4 of the NZBR Act because it is a deeming provision which 
cannot be given a meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms of si 4.
